Too  Bare,  Or  Not  Too  Bare? 


Would  a gown  with  any  wider  straps  still 
be  strapless? 

People  of  today  are  realists.  They  like 
things  clear  cut  and  well  defined,  whether  it 
be  summit  policy  or  prom  procedure.  People 
don’t  always  abide  by  the  instructions  that 
they  are  given,  but  gerfbrally  they  are.grateful 
to  know  exactly  where  they  stand. 

So  here  is  the  dress  policy  set  up  by  the 
Junior  Prom  Committee  in  keeping  with  gen- 
eral Brigham  Young  University  standards: 
Dresses  of  young  ladies  attending  the  Junior 
Prom  must  cover  their  shoulders. 

This  precludes  any  argument  about  the 
■width  of  straps  or  the  number  of  square  inches 
of  anatomy  which  can  be  legally  bared.  It  is 
simple.  The  shoulders  must  be  covered. 

The  choice  is  simple:  meet  the  standards 
and  attend  the  Prom  or  don’t  meet  the  stand- 
ards and  don’t  attend  the  Prom.

Stu- 
dents have  been  given  a real  break  on  the  $3 
ticket  price.  Actually,  $4  is  being  spent  for 
every  person  who  attends  the  Prom.  The  ex- 
tra dollar  per  student  is  being  supplied  from 
funds  of  the  Central  Dance  Committee — $1600 
in  all.  With  these  funds  the  Prom  committee 
has  arranged  for  the  most  elaborate  decora- 
tions and  the  most  impressive  entertainment 
possible. 

To  the  majority  of  students  a dance,  no 
matter  how  elaborately  decorated,  is  a dance. 
But  to  those  who  spend  hours  and  days  and 
weeks  in  preparation,  a dance  is  something 
more,  it  is  a personal  achievement.  Each  piece 
of  satin  paper  and  each  flower  petal  has  mean- 
ing to  such  people,  for  it  has  become  part  of 
them. 

So  to  the  Prom  Committee — before  the 
Prom — congratulations  and  thanks  for  caring 
enough  to  give  us  the  very  best.

BYU  Welcomes  Indian  Youth,  Aims 


In  addition  to  the  widely-publicized  pag- 
eantry of  a po'wwow  and  dance  to  be  held  in 
the  BYU  Stadium  Saturday  night  will  be  a 
downright  serious  convention  of  Indian  Youth 
workshops — dedicated  to  the  task  of  achieving 
Indian  “independence.” 

The  Tribe  of  Many  Feathers,  BYU’s  color- 
ful American  Indian  Association  and  the  spon- 
soring Southwestern  Assn,  of  Indian  Affairs, 
know  that  independence  is  what  the  Indian 
wants.  He  wants  the  same  kind  as  that  des- 
ignated by  the  signers  of  the  Declaratton  of 
Independense. 

Several  factors  throughout  our  nation’s 
history  have  contributed  to  a chain  of  shackles 
from  which  today’s  Indian  is  freeing  himself. 
PRIDE  IN  PAST 

First,  the  Indian  himself  maintains  a great 
affinity  for  the  past  and  its  tribal  customs. 

Every  tribe  today  seeks  to  keep  the  dances, 
songs,  myths  and  customs  pertaining  to  its 
marriages,  funerals  etc.  And  it  is  well  that  this 
pride  of  the  past  should  be  maintained  . . . yet 
one  of  the  problems  is  to  unloose  remaining 
customs  which  may  hold  back  today’s  Indian: 
content  with  the  status  quo,  superstitions  or 
even  antipathy  to  the  “whiteman’s  education” 
which  may  prevent  assimilation  of  new  knowl- 
edge. 

Second,  there  remains  on  the  part  of  many 
persons  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  American 


Indian  wants  to  sit  back  on  the  reservation 
and  be  fed  and  clothed  by  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, with  a tribal  leader,  perhaps,  to  mediate 
in  case  of  special  or  controversial  problems. 

If  there  is  one  thing  that  portrays  the  In- 
dian it  is  a fierce  pride — always  in  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  past  . . . and  now  more 
than  ever  before,  a pride  in  the  present  and  the 
future. 

Good,  healthy  pride,  the  kind  that  makes 
for  happiness,  accomplishment  and  usefullness, 
will  come  to  our  Indian  brothers  when  they 
achieve  the  self-supporting  independence — re- 
ceive their  chance  to  “be  heard  and  recogniz- 
ed”— for  which  they  are  striving. 

SEEK  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

Through  the  work  of  the  convention,  to  be 
held  here  Friday  and  Saturday,  higher  educa- 
tion will  be  the  goal  of  more  and  more  Indian 
youths  . . . and  more  will  take  advantage  of 
re-location  opportunities. 

Here  the  Federal  government,  although  it 
wasn’t  once  so  kind,  is  seeking  to  help  the 
Indian,  who  has  little  or  no  opportunity  for 
advancement  on  the  reservation,  to  relocate 
, . . and  in  a new  setting  carve  his  niche  in 
the  community. 

These  are  but  few  of  the  important  topics, 
to  be  discussed  and  worked  toward  among 
America’s  Indian  youth  meeting  this  week  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 


Churchill  Will  Run  For  Commons

Woodford  voters  cheered  and 
shouted  themselves  hoarse  Mon- 
day night  in  Woodford’s  Plain 
Suburban  Hall. 

The  stubby  man  in  the  polka 
dot  bow  tie  standing  before  them 
had  lived  through  and  personal- 
ly made  more  history  than  any 
other  man  now  living.  He  was 
Winston  Churchill  and  he  had 
just  announced  that  once  more 
he  would  “offer  himself”  as  a 
candidate  for  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  the  coming  elections. 

Most  of  those  in  the  hall  could 
not  remember  a time  when  this 
man  had  been  anything  but  a 
towering  figure  in  British  poli- 
tics. 

On  Nov.  30,  Churchill  will  be 
85.  Time  is  catching  up  with  his 
robust  figure.  His  movements 
are  slow  and  the  resonance  has 
faded  from  the  voice  which  in 
1940  stirred  a world  caught  in 
the  toils  of  a massive  war. 

“I  have  nothing  to  offer  but 
blood,  toil,  tears  and  sweat,”  he 
said  then.  At  another  time: 

“We  shall  fight  on  the  beaches, 
we  shall  fight  on  the  landing 
grounds,  we  shall  fight  in  the 
fields  and  in  the  streets,  we  shall 


fight  in  the  hills,  we  shall  never 
surrender.  . .” 

His  was  the  rallying  voice  of 
the  Western  world  then,  and  of 
those  speeches  it  since  has  been 
said  he  “mobilized  the  English 
language.” 

But  whatever  the  infirmities 
of  body  or  the  declining  reso- 
nance of  voice,  Churchill  still 
has  not  been  deserted  by  his 
sense  of  history  nor  the  interna- 
tional scope  of  his  view. 

“If  the  war  left  us  poor,  it  left 
us  honorably  poor,”  Churchill 
told  his  Woodford  constituents. 

Such  is  Churchill’s  worldwide 
stature  that  it  made  no  differ- 
ence that  he  stood  upon  a local 
platform,  addressing  a local  con- 
stituency. For  when  he  came  to 
the  German  problem,  he  actually 
was  addressing  the  men  who  will 
sit  down  in  Geneva  next  month 
as  representatives  of  world  gov- 
ernments. 

He  said  the  Western  powers 
should  never  seek  to  make  use  of 
Germany  as  an  offensive  base 
against  Russia. 

He  said  that  Soviet  fears  of  a 
reborn  Germany  ♦are  “reason- 
able even  if  they  are  not  justi- 
fied.” 

"Wji  must  look  through  other 


people’s  eyes  as  well  as  our 
own,”  he  said. 

But  he  added  the  West  could 
not  contemplate  “A  further  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  coun- 
tries and  peoples  they  so  tyran- 
nically control.” 

And  the  man  who  foresaw  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  II  told 
the  Russians  it  was  not  necessary 
for  them  to  say  that  the  use  of 
armed  force  over  Berlin  inevi- 
tably would  lead  to  a general 
conflict. 

“We  are  aware  of  this,”  he 
said.  “We  are -well  aware,  too, 
that  there  is  no  chance  of  the 
world  being  spared  the  use  of 
nuclear  weapons  if  war  came.”

Japanese  Vote 
Pro  Western 
In  Elections 


TOKYO  — (UPI)  — Com- 
munist-leaning left-wing  parties 
suffered  major  defeats  Thursday 
in  the  nation-wide  elections  of 
governors  and  prefectural  legis- 
latures. 

The  results  were  considered  a 
victory  for  the  government  of 
Premier  Nobusuke  Kishi  whose 
policies  were  attacked  by  his  op- 
position as  too  pro-Western. 

Results  tabulated  Friday 
showed  Kishi’s  liberal-Demo- 
crats  and  their  conservative  al- 
lies won  the  governor’s  races  in 
13  out  of  19  prefectures,  includ- 
ing Tokyo  and  Osaka.  Three 
each  went  to  independents  and 
left-wingers. 

The  only  bright  spot  for  the 
socialists  was  in  coal-rich  Fuku- 
oka, stronghold  of  the  powerful 
Tranro  coal  miners  union,  where 
they  upset  the  favored  conserva- 
tive front. 

The  left  wing  socialists  had 
pegged  their  election  platform 
upon  “independence  from  the 
United  States”  and  “recognition 
of  Communist  China.”  Kishi  fa- 
vors close  ties  with  the  United 
States  and  is  considered  pro- 
Western.  He  has  opposed  recog- 
nition of  Peiping.

WASHINGTON— (UPI)— Sen.  | 
Warren  G.  Magnuson  (D-Wash.)  ' 
said  Thursday  the  Russians  had  I 
charted  the  U.  S.  Pacific  coast- 1 
line  “from  A to  Z.”  They  ob- 
tained data  that  could  be  useful 
in  underwater  missile  attacks  on 
this  nation,  he  said. 

Magnuson,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Commerce  Committee, 
voiced  concern  over  the  Soviet 
activities  during  the  group’s 
fourth  hearing  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  Lewis  L.  Strauss  to  be 
Secretary  of  Commerce. 

The  Washington  senator  told 
Strauss  the  U.  S.  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey,  a branch  of  the 
Commerce  Department.  was 
“way,  way,  way  behind”  the  Rus- 
sians in  Pacific  Ocean  explora- 
tion. 

The  Russians,  Magnuson  said, 
“have  charted  every  bit  of  our 
Pacific  Coast  right  up  to  the 
coastline”  and  know  how  deep 
they  can  sink  a missile-launch- 
ing submarine  and  what  the  cur- 
rents are. 

Strauss  agreed  that  the  Coast 
and  Geodotic  Survey  was  under- 
equipped. He  said  a study  was 
being  made  to  determine  the  sci- 
entific needs  of  the  entire  de- 
partment. 


CHICAGO  — (UPI)  — An 
educator  and  news  analyst  for 
the  Voice  of  America  Friday 
traced  the  plight  of  Soviet 
teachers  who  are  blamed  for 
poor  students,  because  the 
party  line  regards  individual 
differences  as  reactionary. 

One  reason  the  failure  in 
Soviet  basic  schools  is  low, 
Dr.  E.  W.  Ziebarth  said,  is 
that  “teachers  are  reluctant  to 
give  low  grades  because  this 
implies  that  they  have  been 
doing  their  jobs  inade- 
quately.” 

Ziebarth,  who  last  year 
made  a tour  of  Soviet  Russia 
under  State  Department  aus- 
pices, said  the  USSR  provides 
“education  at  all  levels . to 
serve  the  state,”  whereas 
American  education  philoso- 
phy stresses  development  “of 
the  individual,  of  his  capaci- 
ties and  interests  as  an  indi- 
vidual.” 

Speaking  before  the  North 
Central  Association,  he  com- 
pared the  Soviet  system  of 
producing  non-critical  citizens 
to  the  “mule  with  no  pride  of 
ancestry  or  hope  or  progeny.” 

He  said  however  he  found 
an  “almost  incredible  hunger 
for  education  and  knowl- 
edge.”
